Beal indicated that the Senator believed that NSCID No. 5 was unclassified. 

I explained to Beal that the particular document is highly classified and is, 
in effect, on a controlled distribution and is releasable only by the National 
Security Council, He agreed after some minutes discussion that he would 
recommend to the Senator that they would not pursue release of this document 
any further, A copy of the Agency security oath for persons entering on duty 
was forwarded to Senator Gurney's office in time for his review before the 
10:00 Committee meeting.
